More of such people would 
help along the world far more than the 
illogical, hidden-motived, emotional dis- 
turbers of the peace, the blatant reviral- 
iut«. They are the world's true mischief 
makers. 


Human nature is much the same every- 


where. In Friends' bouses, the mirror Is 
ne\er absent and a crooked bonnet Is nev- 
er wen at Meeting. But if human na- 
ture is the same wherever we see it, tbe 
fact does not forbid there being mors 
thun one kind of human nature. Tha 
four or five groat racial divisions of man- 
kind were practically distinct from the 
start, or, If of common origin, it waa 
when man was more pithecoid than an- 
thropoid, or ape-llko than 
man-like.

new point of view. 


We can misi that which we have never 


had as much as that which we have bad 
and lost. There Is the art of doing with- 
out, but how few cultivate it. 
Thoreau 


among American men of letters, cultivat- 
ed it and became rich because of the few- 
ness of his possessions. This Is swing- 
lug the pendulum too fur away from 
wealth, perhaps, but every happy medi- 
um must bo bounded by extremes. 
The 


unhorse Is (rained in space. We are 
often said to bo going to extremes, but 
we never get tbere. There is danger in 
such extravagant undertaking, but that 
other extreme, reducing our wants to 
ru isonabla simplicity, is always in or- 
der. 
This is far remote from tbe sqnal- 


lor of poverty and beastializatlon. 


To re-stato onr postulant, we can miss, 


through Ignorance, what We might have 
had and suffer more than by losing be- 
yond recovery something to Which we at- 
tached value. The difficulty lies in im- 
properly valuing muoli that comes to our 
hands. That which we think trivial may 
have power within itself to bring us 
greater happiness than that which making 
a tine appearance seems, but only seems, 
to promise us wonders.

J. M. Owen, President of Council, and to 


the Members of Council of the Borough 
ot .Bristol, Pa. 


Gentlemen:—I am informed that 


the borough council of Bristol has passed 
an ordinance authorizing an increase of 
indebtedness of the borough in the sum 
of $100,000 for the purpose of construct- 
ing water works according to definite 
plans and estimates prepared by well 
known engineers, whose reports have be- 
uome officially recorded in council, and 
for tbe purpose of deciding on the matter 
of indebtedness, an election Is to be held 
on Tuesday, July 10th, 1906, for the pur- 
pose of obtaining tbe assent of tbe 
elect- 


ors pf tire borongh to such increase of in- 
debtedness. 


It is not my desire, to unnecessarily in- 


terfere with tbe aftaira of yonr munici- 
pality, but because the State law is speci- 
fic in requiring that no municipal corpor- 
ation sball construct water works for the 
supply of water to the public within tbe 
State without a written permit to he ob- 
tained from the Commissioner of Health, 
if, in bis judgment, the proposed source 
of'supply appears to be prejudicial to the 
public health, and provides that applica- 
tion for such permit mast be accompan- 
ied by a certified copy of the plans and 
surveys for such water works, etc., with a 
description, I deem it my duty to call 
your attention tc this law DOW rather 
than later, to tbe end that you may be 
saved unnecessary trouble and expense. 


The law is explicit, and you should 


submit your plans and proposed works to 
my department for approval before you 
ask tbe taxpayers of tbe borough to in- 
crease the bonded indebtedness 
for the 


purpose. 


Having adopted definite plans and esti- 


mates, would it not be better to submit 
them to the Stata Department, 
and to 


learn what tbe Commissioner of Health 
may have to say officially about them 
before tbe vote is taken on the plena?

Bristol Water Company Refused an In- 


junction Restraining a Vote 


on the Water Ques- 


tion. 


indebtedness of tbe said borough in tbe 
sum of $100,000 for the puipose of the 
erection and construction of water works 
and a filtration plant or other 
purifica- 


tion system in connection therewith, 
and provided for an election to be held 
July 10, 1906 for tbe purpose of obtaining 
the assent of the electors to nuch Increase 
of indebtedness. No definite i lans, spe- 
cifications or source of supply is set forth 
or mentioned in this or any other ordi- 
nance and hence none such have ever been 
adopted by tbe council, and it of course 
necessarily follows that such plans, ete., 
cannot be submitted to y»nr department 
as none have been legally adopted. 


At present the borough has no authority 


to construct ninnieipal water works and 
the ordinance simply'fixes a day for an 
election to be held in order to obtain' tha 
consent of the electors of said borongh to 
the construction of borough water works 
and increase the indebtedness of Raid 
borongh tor such purpose, withont in any 
way designating any particular plan, spe- 
cification or supply.

In the event of the- electors voting in 


favor of such increase of indebtedness the 
borongh authorities will be clothed with 
power to carry out the project to con- 
struct a municipal plant and will imme- 
diately confer with your department as 
to the best plant and source of supply to 
be adopted as we are required to do under 
tbe law.

tising would have to be repeated and it 
woud have been impossible to legally set 
a date for a vote ibis year as it would 
bring the time of the election, within 90 
days of a general election which is con- 
trary to law. 
The 
court 
evidently 


realized that there was no justice in the 
scheme and refused the injunction. 


The bill of equity was Sled on Satur- 


day and Judge Htout set Monday morn- 
ing at 9 o'clock as time to hear argu- 
ment.

for tbe complainant, 3 who were G. M. 
Dorrance, president of the Water Com- 
pany, William H. Booz, William E. Bor-

The 
borough officials were represented by 
John G. Johnson, Esq., of Philadelphia, 
and Qilkeson & James. 


Tbe bill in equity recites these objec-

$100,000 lor tbe purpose of constructing 
a water system: 


That the proposed loan is extravagant 


and oppressive. 


That tbe borough officials have no right 


to hold such an election. 


That tbe loan would bring the bor- 


ough's indebtedness so near the consti- 
tutiojml limit of 7 per centum that it will 
be without the means of providing for 
the construction of a sewerage plant 
which is pressingly necessary. 


That the Burgess and Borough "' P-h- 


tol have no power to erect a water plant 
or borrow money therefor until It lias 
submitted Us plans to the State Com- 
missioner of Health for approval. 
• That the borongh has no right 
to 


build the plant as it has entered into a 
contract with the Bristol Wnter Com- 
pany for a supply of water for the pub- 
lic. 


The bill besides asking tbe court to re- 


strain the election, asked for an injunc- 
tion againet increasing tbe indebtedness 
of the borough. 


Mr. James, of counsel for tbe borough, 


said be would cheerfully agree to the in- 
junction relative to tbe issue of bone's 
but protested against the petition to re- 
strain tbe election. 


On this point Judge Stout said that, 


Inasmuch as the arrangements had all 
been msde for the election on July 10, he 
would not interfere, but stated that if 
tbe decree he was about to make re- 
straining them from burrowing money 
be finally carried out, the election would 
amount to nothing anyhow. The Judge 
then made the following order!

DIET FOR FEVERS. 


Diluted Milk In the Safeit Kind of 


Food to Kroplor. 


During the first few days of any ran 


of fever there should be no attempt 
made to give food, for, as neither gas- 
tric nor pancreatic juices are secreted, 
the stomach cannot digest food and It 
putrefies. After the saliva and other 
xecretlons have been restored food 
Hhould'be given that is easiest to dl 
Kest. Milk, which contains all the food 
principles, is known as the special diet 
for fevers of any sort. Diluted milk Is 
easier of digestion than the pure milk, 
which curdles almost as soon a-s it en- 
ters the stomach. One part of lime 
water to one of milk -Is a good pro- 
portion. Milk and mineral water Is 
also excellent. Fill a glass half full 
of milk and then fill up with the min- 
eral water. A little salt Increases It* 
palatability. Invalids, by the way, pre- 
fer more salt and less sugar in any 
dish. If plain milk agrees with the 
patient he may be allowed to have 
from one to two quarts in twenty-four 
hours. 
Milk and barley waters and 


peptonized milk are all nutritious and 
digestible. Where a patient gets very 
tired of the taste of milk the flavor 
may be varied by adding, with the 
physician's permission, a little strong 
coffee or oyster or clam broth.—Chi 
cago News.

The Flnt One* Made Were Worm 


Outnlde «Ue Socket. 


As early its 500 B. O. artificial eyes 


were made by the priests of Rome and 
Egypt, who practiced as physicians and 
stlrgeons. Their methods of eye mak- 
ing are thus! described; On a atrip of 
flesh tinted lliieii, two and a quarter 
by one und a quarter Inches, the flat 
tide of n piece of earthenware, mod.cl- 
rd life size and imiuted to represent 
the human eye and eyelids,;.was ce- 
mented. Tlile lluen, coated on the oth- 
er side with some adhesive substance, 
was placed over the eyehole and press- 
ed down. In brief, the artificial eye 
was worn outside the socket and, 
though a clumsy substitute, was prob- 
ably appreciated by the Romans and 
Egyptians. ID the ruins of Pompeii, 
dt'gtroj Ml In 79 A. D., an eye of this 
dcHcrlptiqxr was discovered. 


Not until the sixteenth century do 


we Bear 06 eyes at all like those of 
today—that is, worn inalde the socket 
A French surgeon, one Ambrolge Pare, 
.nvented three artificial eyes. One con- 
sisted of an oval plate covered with 
soft leather, on which an eye was 
sainted. It was attached to the head 
by a strong steel band. It could have 
been neither sightly nor comfortable. 
The second device and the first known 
in history to be worn inside the socket 
consisted ot a hollow globe of gold 
deftly enameled. The third eye devised 
by this Ingenious gentleman was a 
shell pattern eye, much like that in 
use today, except that it was of gold 
and eunrnel. 


Fare's inventions were followed by 


eyes of painted porcelains and colored 
pearl white, which became very pop- 
ular. They were succeeded by eyes of 
glass, which soon took the place of all 
others and command popular favor to 
this Cay. 


Glass eyes were invented about the 


year 1570 and were crude productions 
of inferior workmanship, the Iris and 
pnpll being hand painted in a far 
from 
lifelike manner. 
Shakespeare 


mentions glass eyes in "King Lear," 
where the king advises the blinded 
traitor Gloucester to "get tuee glass 
eyes and scein to see."

It removed to Its pres- 
ent location. New Haven, In 1710.

QUEER OLD RUSSIA. 


The Firing of Moscow In the Time of 


Ivan the Terrible. 


One who traveled through Russia in 


1008 wrote In Latin an interesting ac- 
count of whnt lie saw. This was aft- 
erward translated into English in part 
as follows: "The Muscovites are gener- 
nlly of a very strong constitution, both 
very toll nud bulky. Above one-half of 
the year is taken up with their fasts, 
«'hcu the' common people feed upon 
nothing else but cabbage and cucum- 
bers, nud these raw, only pickled." The 
writer, Henry William Ludolf, has 
leanings toward vegetarianism, for he 
added, "This Is an evident sign of their 
natural vigor, though it must also be 
allowed that they promote the digestion 
by the braudy and leeks which they 
use In large quantities, and questionless 
correct the viscous humors arising Iu 
the stomach by such indigestible noiir 
ishmente." 


Giles Fletcher, an English traveler. 


saw Moscow fired by an army of Tar- 
tars In 1571 in the absence of Czar 
Ivan the Terrible. He writes, "There 
was nothing but whirlwinds and such 
a noise as though the heavens would 
have fallen." According to Fletcher, 
numerous persons were burned to 
death, while crowds struggling to es- 
cape from the flames met, and thesensu- 
mg crush resulted In thousands of fa- 
talities. 


He asserts that "there -perished at 


that time by the fire and the press the 
number of 800,000 people or more." 
This estimate, of course, was excessive. 
As a means of getting" rid of the dead 
bodies, says Fletcher, the Czar Ivan 
ordered them on his return to be 
thrown into the Moskva, and the 
corpses dammed the deep and rapid 
river and caused It to overflow its 
banks. 


"Counselor Therefore.** 


Sergeant Kelly, a celebrity of the 


Irish bar, had a remakable habit ol 
drawing conclusions directly at varl 
ance.jvlth his premises and was con 
sequently nicknamed "Counselor There- 
fore.'^ In court on one occasion he 
thus addressed the Jury: "The case is 
so clear, gentlemen, that you cannot 
possibly misunderstand It, and I should 
pay your understandings a very poor 
compliment if I dwelt upon It for an- 
other minute. 
Therefore I shall at 


once proceed to explain it to you as 
minutely as possible." 


Early Glanamalcinff. 


The first attempt af glassmaklng to 


this country was some years before the 
Revolution and was made at Quincy, 
Mass., by a company of Germans, 
Some specimens of their articles atll: 
exist The place in Quincy where their 
manufactory was established acquired 
from them the name of Germ an town, 
which name it retains to the present 
time. The site of their manufactory is 
now occupied by the institution called 
the Sailors' Suug Harbor. About 1785 
Robert Hewes, a well known citizen ol 
Boston, made probably the first effort 
to establish a window glass manufac- 
tory on this continent. Mr. Hewes car- 
ried his works to the fuel and erected 
bis factory in the forest of New Hamp- 
shire. 


Safety In Elevator*. 


Many persons have an objection to 


riding in elevators, or, more properly 
speaking, this objection should be class 
ed as a feeling of dread or fear. But 
according to the superintendent of a 
big office building in Philadelphia the 
safest place for a person to be is In an 
eJevator—that is, statistically speaking. 
In the set of elevators for which sta- 
tistics have been kept by the superin- 
tendent there has been an average 
transportation of 2,400,000 persons each 
year for seven years, an aggregate of 
16,800,000, and of this number but one 
person has been injured, and that In- 
jury did not result fatally .—Rochester 
Post-Express.

THE STEEL SQUARE. 


Btory of the Invention of toe Tool 


Dried .by Carpenter*. 


The large steel squares used by car-_ 


penters are such common tools that 
perhaps, few know when and where 
they were first made and how they 
tame to be used or even give the mat- 
ter a thought. The making of them is a 
preat industry now, but when the last 
century came in there was not one in 
use. 


The Inventor was a "poor Vermont 


blacksmith, Silas Howes, who lived la 
South Shaftsbury. 


One dull, rainy day a peddler of tin- 


ware called at his shop to have the 
blacksmith fasten a shoe on his horse. 
Such peddlers traveled up and down 
the country, calling at every farmhouse, 
buying everything In the way of bar- 
ter. This one had a number of worn- 
out steel saws that he had picked. UP iu 
various places., Howes bargained for 
them, shoeing the peddler's horse and 
receiving the saws in payment, and 
each thought he hod, an excellent trade. 


His idea was to polish and weld two 


saws together at right angles and thus 
.make a rule or measure superior to 
anything then in use. After a few at- 
tempts he succeeded in making a 
square, marked it off into inches and. 
fractions of Inches and found that it 
answered every purpose that he in- 
tended it for. 


In the course of a few weeks he made 


quite a number during his spare hours. 
These he sent out by the -peddlers,-who 
found every carpenter eager to buy 
one. Soon he found orders coming- in 
faster than he could supply the de-- 
mand. One of his steel "squares" would 
sell for $5 or $0, which wag five times 
as much as it cost "htm. 


He applied for and obtained a patent 


on his Invention so that no one else- 
could deprive him of the profit it gave 
him. It.was just after the war of 1812, 
and money was scarce and difficult to 
get, but he worked"early and late, and 
as be earned money be bought iron and 
hired men to help him. In a few years 
he was able to erect a large factory and 
put In machinery for the making of 
squares, which by this time had found 
their way all over the country and bad 
made their inventor famous.

Such was the small beginning of a 


large and important Industry. People 
came miles to see the -wonderful forges, 
the showers of sparks flying from be- 
neath the heavy hammers, and listen 
to the din of the thousand workmen. 


Silas Howes lived to be a millionaire, 


and he did a great deal of good with 
his money.—Congregatlonallst.
